Ulrich main­ 
tains that -Washington in passing his 
wife in the hallway of their apart­ 
ment house, called to her, saying! 
Hello, sweetheart," and followed her 
to the street. 
Mrs. I I rich immediately went to 
her husband and related what had 
occurred, but did not know the iden­ 
tity of the negro. Ulrich Immediately 
gave chase and followed Washington 
for more than three blocks before a 
pol.ceman put in his appearance, both 
of them running. 
Taken to Hospital. 
Washington was sent to the Flower 
hospital, where sixteen stitches were 
taken in his scalp and his ear attend­ 
ed to. Ulrich was immediately arrest­ 
ed and placed under a $1,500 band, 
Washington charging 
felonious 
as­ 
sault. The negro asserted that his 
mission in the neighborhood was per­ 
fectly 
legitimate and that he had 
been the innocent victim •of an atro­ 
cious assault. 
Washington was unable to appear 
.■n court Monday because of hrs in-1 
juries, according to the statement of 
his attorney. The case was continued 
until Tuesday.

The trio left New York City May

They expect 
to spend three years on the trip mak­ 
ing a total of 20,000 miles. 
Mr. Elmendorf explained that they 
were not walking T ot any wager, but 
just to study the people and condi­ 
tions. 
They will also write a book 
about their travels when they reach 
home again.

The latest is that a 'Mexican 
youth was shot through the thigh 
while watching a clash between the 


soldiers and the revolutionists from 
the American side. Today a mauser 
bullet tore its way through* a cir­ 
cus tent where a performance was 
in progress. 
“Viva!” exclaimed a Mexican clown 
who was amusing his countrymen. 
“The soldiers have at least one marks 
man who can hit a circus tent.”

JUDGE MCKEOWN PISSES 


ON SOME KNOTTY POINTS 


\eaterday Judge 'McKeown was call­ 
ed upon to pass on some much moot­ 
ed points raised by Sheriff Tom Smith 
in a suit to compel the county com­ 
missioners to pay -several hundred 
dollars in fees which Smith claimed 
he was entitled to. 
The sheriff contended that the stat­ 
ute allowed ten cents per mile to an 
otfleer above his necessary traveling 
expenses, for bringing fugitives in. He 
also contended that the statute al­ 
loted an officer $1.50 per day for at­ 
tending courts of record. Under ad­ 
vice of County Attorney WLmbish the 
commissioners had always refused to 
allow these claims and an appeal 
was taken to the district court. 
Judge McKeown held that an offi­ 
cer was entitled to the ten cents 
per mile only when the arrest was 
made In this state on demand of Che 
state from which the fugitive had es­ 
caped and that it did not apply to 
one who had fled from Oklahoma and 
was brought back by an officer of this 
state. In a case of that kind the court 
ruled that the officer should be al­ 
lowed his necessary expenses and 
$3.00 per day. 
In Che other question he upheld 
the contention of the county attor­ 
ney that the $1.50 per day applied 
only to such times as court was act­ 
ually in session and not other times. 
The sheriff contended that the coun­ 
ty court was constructively in ses­ 
sion at all times, and that bringing 
a prisoner before the judge oonsti-t 
tuted a day’s attendance. 
The case was finally continued and 
will be tried on facts sometime later.
